Subject: —Import of Dates (S. No. 21(b)/IV) from Iraq by sailing vessels. 

(April/September 1963). 

No. 35-ITC (PN)/ 63 . —It has been decided to grant ad-hoc licences for import 
of dates from Iraq only to established Importers who had imported this item 
from Iraq by sailing vessels within the basic period from 1956-57 to 1961-62. 

2. Established importers who had imported this item from Iraq by sailing 
vessels within any one of the basic years mentioned above should submit their 
applications to the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay or to 
Dy. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Ernakulam (in respect of applicants 
coming under the jurisdiction of the latter licensing authority) on or before the 
15th May 1963 In the usual form and manner supported by documentary evidence 
in respect of past imports of the said item. 

3. Import licences will be granted to eligible importers subject to the condition 
that the goods will be imported from Iraq by sailing vessels only and the import 
licences will be valid for six months, 

Subject: —Export of Vanaspati/Hydrogenated Oil, Refined Vegetable Oils 
(including Salad Oil) and Groundnut oil.

2. It has been decided that the words "and other exporters” may be inserted 
after the words "Manufacturer-exporters” appearing in para 2(A)(i) of the Public 
Notice No. 160-ITC(PN)/62 dated the 26th November, 1962. 

3. After paragraph 2(a) of the Public Notice No. 160-ITC(PN) /62 dated the 26th 
November, 1962, the following sub-paragraph (iv) may be added; — 

“(iv) The above incentives will be subject to exports having been effected 
at a price equal to or higher than the minimum export price applicable 
on the date of offer resulting in the relevant export contract, pres¬ 
cribed by the Advisory Panel for export of Vanaspati and Allied 
Products, Bombay." 
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4. In paragraph 3 of the Public Notice No. 160-ITC(PN)/62 dated the 26th 
November, 1962, the following sub-paragraph may be added: — 

"Applications under Clause A(l) should also be accompanied by evidence 
relating to the date of the offer resulting in the relevant export 
contracts”.
